“WHAT I FEEL LIKE GIVING” 


' “My idea about giving to the church 
is to give what I feel like giving when 
I go to church.” This is a popular 
way of thinking among countless Lu- 
therans. It is easy to see why it is. 
It eliminates the responsibility of 
planning ahead, and it leaves every- 
thing to just the way you “feel.” 
Take a look at this “feeling” business. 


By way of example there is the 
wrestler who wanted a new “TV” 
very much. His wife “nagged’ him 
until he got it. His children put the 
pressure on. He didn’t have the cash, 
so he bought one on the installment 
plan. Then he also had to have an- 
other car, so he bought that too— 
installment plan. His home isn’t paid 
for, nor is an old hospital bill. Then 
in the middle of all of this, he finds 
that he is not getting as many hours 
in each week at his job as he had 
planned. His “take-home” pay is less. 
What happens? When he goes to 
church the next Sunday he says to 
himself “I don’t feel like giving very 
much today.” (Perhaps he even says 
“T don’t feel like giving anything.” 
But for the sake of those who sit 
beside him» and whom he fears both 
can and will observe how much he 
deposits in the plate he does put 
something in.) He feels like doing this 
only because he is fearful that some-

Rear Admiral R. T. S. Keith, com- 
mander of the Subic Bay Naval Base, 
participated in the ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies of the center, which was 
formerly a night club. The Rev. Mil- 
ford C. Brelje of the Tachikawa serv- 
ice center in Japan officially repre- 
sented the LSC at the opening serv- 
ices. 

The associate secretaries of the LSC, 
Dr. Carl F. Yaeger of the National 
Lutheran Council and the Rev. Walter 
E. Kraemer of the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod announced that this 
is the first new center to be opened 
this year. Facilities provided are a 
chapel, snack bar, kitchen, indoor and 
outdoor recreation areas, and a com- 
bination lounge and reading room. 

Over two years of planning cul- 
minated in the opening of this center 
at Olongapo. Even while the center 
was being renovated, over 250 service- 
men visited it and fifty attended the 
Christmas Eve service conducted in 
the uncompleted chapel. 

_ The service pastor in charge is the 
Rev. Robert P. Canis, who held similar 
posts at Tacoma, Wash., from 1951 to 
1956, and at Taipei, Formosa, from 
1956 to August of last year when he 
was assigned to the Philippines.
